“As for its effect upon judgments of the 
Federal Courts, it can have absolutely none. 
The judgments of a Federal Court are en- 
tirely independent and may be defined by 
the United States alone. There is no statute 


_of the United States defining the life of a 


nt of a Federal Court, but it is 
Jed ed dy the common law limitation of 
nty years.” 
The: wording of the new enactment at 
the outset, according to some of the law- 
ers seen, is very vague in regard to the 
Jntention respecting judgments of the Fed- 
eral courts. It reads: Every judgmen 
order und decre of any court of record o 
the United States of this or any other State 
or territory.’ This is held by some to mean 
Federal courts specifically. 

In support of the view -that existing 
judgments are affected, is cited the practice 
already referred to thet has sprung up 
under the old law. It has been ssible to 
keep judgments alive forever. At the ex- 

iration of the first ten years after rendi- 

on, it has been customary to sue on the 
original judgment. Practically a new judg- 
ment having been secured, this is revived 
every three years until the expiration of ten 
rs from its rendition, when another suit 

s institvted on the second judgment and so 
on, ad infinitum, still keeping within the 
requirements of the limitation statute, The 
new law repealing the old makes no pro- 
vision for reviving judgments eve ree 
ears by motion, and does not prohibit the 
Institution of. suits on 23 except 
after ten years from the day of their rendi- 
ton. Therefore, it is held, the practice un- 
er the old law can be followed under the 
new, and such judgments as have not al- 
re 4 endured ten years may be k alive 
definitely. The practical effect of the hew 

w in that case will be only upon judg- 
ments in which the ten year limitation has 
already exp ; 

It ig stated that shortly after the law 
takes effect a oe on a judgment of ten 
years’ standing will be instituted, and car- 
ried to his highest court, in order to test 
the law.

YOUNG DOCTORS WANT PAY. 


A Bill to Give Them $25 a Month for 
Hospital Work. 


There has been scarcely a meeting of the 
Municipal Assembly since the last session 
began that one or more bis have not been 


introduced increasing the expenses of the 
municipal government, either by increasing 
salaries or providing for additional em- 
ployes. 

And now come the 8 doctors attached 
to the City and Female Hospitals, and ask 
for salariés of $25 a month each, and for an 
increase in the salary of the Assistant Zu- 
perintendent from $50 to $75 a month. 

The city eT pays the students of the 
Training School for nurses $20 a month cr 
more, of which all over $10 goes to the 
Training School for the training which they 
get at the hospital. 

The nine assistant physicians at the City 
Hospital go there directly after aduat- 
ing. They are admitted on gy tive ex- 
amination, and there is never a k of ap- 
plicants in spite of the fact that they work 
a year for nothing. @ experience of @ 
year in the City Hospital is considered 
worth ten years of private practice by the 
young doctor, as he goes — Nt at every de- 
— medical and surgical, during his 
erm. 

Two doctors who have the 
hospital said recen at hundreds of 
young doctors woul a. pay for the 
privilege of the hospital course, instead of 
asking pay, and that their experience had 
been worth thousands of dollars to them. 

Health Commisioner Starkloff is not op- 
posed to the idea. He said: My idea is to 
charge a fee to the students of the various 
medical college’ who attend the clinics at 
the hospital, and so make that fund pay 
the small salary asked by the assistant 
physicians. The argument that the expe- 
rience is well worth the services rendered 
cannot be refuted, but I am not opposed to 
giving them a trifle for clothes and spend- 
ing money. It gives the poor doctor a 
chance. There are poor but capable young 
doctors who cannot afford to take the hos- 
pital course and clothe themselves, and the 
rich man has the advantage over them.” 

To the stion that this was putting 
the case simply on a charity basis Dr. Stark- 
loff replied t this was largely true, but 
said he thought poor doctors of talent 
should have an equal opportunity of taking 
advantage of the hospital course with their 
more fortunate brethren. He said he thought 
the salary would prove an incentive to the 
assistants to enter more heartily into their 
work.

NATURAL MONOPOLIES. 


Mr. Seneca N. Taylor’s Studies of the 
Problem of Municipal Reform. 


Lawyer Seneca N. Taylor delivered an 
elaborate address last night before the 
alumni association of the Adrian ( Mich.) 


College on “Present Discontent—Its Causes 
and Dangers.” 

Mr, Taylor prefaced his remarks by say- 
ing he had spent thirty years of his life 
studying law and economics as affecting 
the rights of citizens, The causes of cor- 
ruption in 9 municipal, State 
and Federal, he said, are not underst 
by the people as a whole; nor have the 
wrongs inflicted by private 
enjoying natural -monopolies received the 
attention to which the subject is entitled. 

In St. Louis about twenty years ago the 
St. Louls Gas Co, was char the enor- 
mous rate of $2.80 per 1,000 cubic feet of 
gas. A new franchise was 
was known as the Water 
streets were torn up and new meins laid 
upon the agreement that gas should be 
supplied at a reasonable rate. But after the 
city had suffered all this trouble and an- 
noyance it only resulted in the old com- 
pany acquiring the franchise of the new 
without the public reaping any of the ben- 
efits. Subsequently another company known 
as the Laclede light Co. secu a fran- 
chise, the city hoping that a reduction in 
rates would result from competition. They 
simply divided the territory, each company 
operating the territory otted to it, and 
the city derived no benefit whatever.

NEW YORK, June 21.—The World this 
morning says: As the result of the investi- 
gations' made during the last few weeks,

spiracy to burn property and defraud in- 


surance companies and to divide the ig- 
surance money. On the confession of one 
the chief instruments in the conspiracy; 
corroborated by documentary and other evi- 
dence, it would appear that for five years or 
more a combination of fire insurance adjust- 
ers, public fire adjusters, a policeman, at- 
taches of the Fire Mr @=al’s office, attaches 
of the District Attorney's office and hired in- 
cendiaries have made a business of setting 
fires and have thrived on the proceeds. 
They did not content themselves with setting 
such fires as came in thei*® way. One or 
more of their men drummed up trade. They 
went to merchants in this city and Brooklyn, 
coolly set forth the adyantages of a fire and 
offered for signature a contract stating the 
percentage of insurance money they should 
receive for the trouble. 

It is confessed that as the direct result of 
the operations of these conspirators seventy- 
five fires have beén deliberately set within 
the last two years and the insurance com- 
panies have thereby been swindled out of 
nearly $1,000,000.

Missouri does her own thinking. 
The suspected origin of Col. John H. 
Carroll's proposition to postpone a State 


convention until too late to be of any’ 


value in the campaign of education is 


disclosed. Mr. D. R. Francis comes for- 


ward as its sponsor. He is now willing 
to accept October instead of January, 
but at any rate he is of the opinion that 
Aug. 15, the time named in the resolution 
adopted by the County Chairmen, “is 
entirely too early.” Here is his reason 
for desiring delay, 

Kentucky elects a Governor the first Mon- 
day in August. The Kentucky Democrats 
have declared against free silver, and our 
convention should be held a sufficient length 
of time thereafter to enable us to see the 
effect of the action of the Kentucky eon- 
vention. 
there will be no time to see the results of 
Kentucky’s action. 

The only conceivable excuse for this 
preposterous proposition is that Mr. 
Francis is a Kentuckian and naturally 
assumes that Missouri is entitled to no 
opinion of its own, but should meekly 
take ite cue from Kentucky. It implies 
that Missourians are not intelligent 
enough to do their own thinking or to 
form their Own opinions; that their con- 
victions on the currency question are so 
unstable that they can bé swayed for or 
against the free coinage of silver by the 
result of a vote in another State, taken 
on a platform which it is predetermined 
shall be a compromise and a dodge.

they had to pay with. N ö 

If a Missouri farmer who owes $1,000 
has.1,000 bushels of wheat in his barn 
worth $1 a bushel he is even with his 
creditor, for he has only to sell the wheat 
and pay the debt with the proceeds. But 
suppose the price of wheat falls to 50 
cents a bushel; then his debt is virtually 
doubled, for it takes double the quantity 


of wheat to pay it. 


This is the way in which the suspen- 
sion of silver coinage affected our people, 
for ours is a debtor country and all its 
bonded obligations rest on the people at 
last. It did not change the face value 
of the debts, but it halved the value of 
what they had to pay with. Take our 
two great export staples, wheat and 
cotton, whose price in gold is fed at 
Liverpool, and which we send abroad 
to pay the interest on our bonds. In 1873 


the average farm price of wheat was} 


$1.15 a bushel; in 1894, only @ cents—a 
decline of 66 cents a bushel—more than 
one-half 
If we take one-half this falling off, 33 
cents, as the average for the period and 
estimate it on the aggregate wheat crops 
for the period—7.770 million bushels—it 
shows a decline in the debt-paying value 
of this one crop alone of $2,590,000,000. 
Then, as to cotton. The price in 1873 
was 20 cents a pound; in 1894 it was 7 
cents—a decline of 18 cents—nearly two- 
thirds. It is not claimed that the whole 
of this was due to legislation against 
silver; but if only one-fourth of it be 
attributed to that cause, the loss esti- 
mated on the aggregate crops for the 
period—100 million bales—reaches the 
enormous sum of 1,625 million dollars. 
The decline in the value of horses per 
head has been from $76 in 1873 to $36 in 
1894—$40 a head—or more than one-half— 
estimated on the whole number 


the value of mules has 
been from $95 to $62 a head—$33; of cattle 
from $20 to $14.50 a head—$5.50; of milch 
cows’ from $29 to $23 a head; and of sheep 
from $3 to $2 a head; and these declines, 
estimated respectively upon the number 
of each class of animals in 1894, show 
an aggregate loss of over 1,000 million 
dollars. 

It takes, therefore, three times as many 
bales of cotton to pay a debt now as it 
took in 1873; it takes twice as much, wheat, 
more than twice as many horses—and 
more farm animals of.every kind but 
swine. 

The figures are enormous; and yet they 
probably fall short of exhibiting the full 
measure of the loss inflicted on the farm- 
ing interest of the country by the sus- 
pension of silver coinage in 1873. 

Whatever the loss, carefully estimated 
on the basis of these figures, might ap- 
pear to be, whether four, five, six or 


seven thousand million dollars, this much | 


is next to demonstrably certain—that, if 
the coinage of silver had not been sus- 
pended in 1873, but had been continued 
under the old policy, the farming class 
would be this day that many millions 
better off than it is—for the prices: of 
cotton, grain, wool and all farm animals 
would be at least twice as high as they 
are at present.
